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JACOB ALLEN RETURNS SAFELY HOME - After 
four days of intensive search, 18-year-old Jacob Allen 
was found at Dolly Sods Wilderness Area near Davis, 
W.Va. The odds were against Allen as the chances of 
survival decrease with every day a person is missing 
without food or water.

Moth Update 


Robert Tichenor, chief of 
forest pest management for 
the Maryland Department 
of Agriculture, updated the 
Garrett County commis- 
sioners in a letter this week 
on local gypsy moth survey 
findings 

“I am also writing to give 
an estimate of the number of 
surveys that will be needed 
this year and the estimated 
cost to finish those surveys,” 
Tichenor wrote 

He said that surveys con- 
ducted so far confirm high 
gypsy moth populations in 
the eastern third of Garrett 
County, similar to last year’s 
pattern, and that the infesta- 
tion has expanded into the 
central and western portions 
of the county as well. 

“We cannot predict the 
population counts in these 
areas until surveys are com- 
pleted and the data is ana- 
lyzed, probably sometime 
around the first of 
year,” the chief wrote 

Based on infestation pat- 
terns, about 700 surveys of 
private forested land in the 
county need to be conduct 
ed. The estimated 50 percent 
cost share to the county for 
this will be up to $18,500, 
according to Tichenor 

He acknowledged that 
the survey numbers and cost 
were higher than recently 
proposed, but they repre 
sented a worst case scenario 
based on the need to moni 
tor more sites in response to 
the expansion of the infesta 
tions 

The chief added that 
while checking selected ar

eas, it may be necessary to 
work more intensively in 
those showing high infes 
tation levels, especially if 
they are found around Deep 
Creek Lake

vice to Oakland’s northern 
growth area. Director Linda 
Lindsey, Garrett County 
Department of Public Utili- 
ties, was notified in a letter 
yesterday 

She and other local of- 
ficials had asked the MDE 
to reconsider its Aug. 13 de- 
nial of northern growth area 
amendments being added 
to the 1997 Garrett County 
Water and Sewerage Plan. 

“The department has re- 
ceived the letter of consis- 
tency from the Maryland 
Department of Planning,” 
wrote Virginia Kearney, dep- 
uty director of the MDE’s 
water management admin- 
istration, to Lindsey this 
week. “The town of Oak- 
land, northern growth area, 
public water sewer service 
areas are hereby approved.” 

The approval means that 
the Lowe’s home improve- 
ment company can now 
construct public water and

owe lines along int. 
its proposed new building 
site near Glotfelty Enter- 
prises. 

Without the approval, 
the company would have 
needed a private well and 
septic system, or had to wait 
to construct the store and 
public lines after the north- 
ern growth areas were in- 
cluded in the county’s new 
master plan. That plan is 
still being drafted and will 
not be approved for at least 
six months. The deadline for 
completion is 2009 

Additionally, residents in 
Knoll Crest Heights and oth- 
er areas who are experienc- 
ing problems with their wells 
would not be able to benefit 
from a public water/sewer 
system being constructed in 
the very near future 

The Oakland mayor and 
town council voted earli- 
er this year to annex 26.7 
acres, known as the north 
ern annexation or northern 
growth area, into the town 
limits. The area will provide 
a building site for Lowe’s 
and six out parcels for future 
businesses. 

But according to the Gar- 
rett County Department of 
Public Utilities, data indi- 
cate that there are inade- 
quate and/or contaminated 
private drinking water sup- 
plies within the proposed 
northern growth area. 

Lowe’s will pay for wa- 
ter and sewer lines. The 
proposed water line exten- 
sion will consist of approxi- 
mately 6,150 lineal feet for 
eight-inch water main con- 
struction on the east side 
of Rt. 219. A water booster 
pump station will also be 
constructed to provide a 
maximum capacity of 825 
gallons per minute of water 
to the area, according to

As the special session of 
the Maryland General As- 
sembly began this week,

When no news is big news 


In the old days of NASCAR, drivers who had dis 
agreements would sometimes settle them by slug- 
ging it out. Today, even if no blows are exchanged, a 
verbal dust-up can create a major news story. 

That was the case last week when a post-race con- 
frontation at Martinsville between Carl Edwards 
and his Roush-Fenway Racing teammate Matt 
Kenseth, which followed some bumping on the 
track, dominated the racing headlines for a week. 

Edwards said during a teleconference on Oct. 23 
that he was sorry, but the story gained more steam 
as the week went on. It soon spread to a discussion 
about whether the clashing personalities at Roush 
were keeping them from outrunning the Hendrick 
Motorsports duo of Jeff Gordon and Jimmie 
Johnson, who appear to get along fine. 

Edwards was still apologizing during the week 
end at Atlanta Motor Speedway. 

“T guess all 1 can say about it is I’ve said the way 
things went down, I wish they hadn't gone that way 
and I've apologized for it,” he said, adding that he’s 
not apologizing for being a strong-willed person. “I 
am a fierce competitor. That’s why I’m here. ... 
When I run well, I’m happy and I’m happy to be 
here. When things don’t go my way or I feel like 
someone is trying to take something from me, I'm 
going to stand up for myself.” 

Kenseth seemed to do the best job of putting the 
whole thing in perspective. 

“Obviously it was kind of ugly, but it gave you 
[media] guys something to talk about all week, so 
that part was good,” he said. “Everybody was sick 
of talking about Jimmie and Jeff driving away, 
leading the points thing, so this kind of spiced 
everything up a little.”

Prescription Medications For Hair Loss 

Alopecia is the medical term for excessive hair loss from 
the scalp. It may be caused by genetics, medical conditions, or 
certain medications, The most common type of alopecia is 
called androgenic alopecia, or male pattern baldness, and is 
caused by genetics. Hair loss beginning at the temples and 
crown may begin in men as early as their teens. Men may then 
experience partial or complete baldness. Women may also 
experience hair thinning, but this rarely progresses to 
complete baldness 

Although there is no cure for baldness, treatments are 
available, Minoxidil is available over-the-counter. This 
medication is a liquid that is applied to the scalp twice daily 
Minoxidil works to cause hair regrowth, as well as to prevent 
further hair loss. Hair that is regrown from this treatment may 
not be as long or thick as previous hair. New hair does not 
continue to grow beyond the duration of treatment with 
minoxidil. The treatment may cause irritation to the scalp 
Finasteride is a medication available with a prescription to treat 
male pattern baldness, This medication works by inhibiting the 
conversion of testosterone to dihydrotestosterone, which is a 
hormone that plays an important role in hair loss, This 
medication is not approved for use in women because of its 
potential to cause birth defects

Both Federal (40 CFR 122) and State (COMAR 26.08.04) 
regulations require discharae permits for these activities 
Specifically, State regulations require that discharges of any 
wastes or wastewater regardless of volume be authorized by 
a discharge permit. This applies to discharges to surface or 
ground waters. Federal regulations address discharges to 
surface waters only, requiring a permit for the discharge of 
pollutants. The limits for these permits are based on what has 
been demonstrated to be technologically achievable. Self- 
monitoring is required to verify compliance. The permits also 
require testing to verify that the discharges with a specified 
volume and duration be tested to verify that the effluent is not 
toxic to aquatic life, and if toxicity is present, the permit re 
quires its elimination.

“We added an appeals 
process so that people would

His office would serve the 
responsible party a written 
notice that describes the con- 
ditions of the structure that 
are deemed unsafe, specifies 
the needed repairs, or directs 
the structure to be razed with 
a stated period of time. The 
party would have to declare 
immediately to the county 
acceptance or rejection of 
the terms of the order. 

The responsible party 
could contest the order and 
request a hearing before a 
board. Any order issued by 
the board would have to be 
complied with within a cer- 
tain amount of days. 

As currently drafted in 
the Garrett County ordi- 
nance, violations would 
constitute a misdemeanor 
and would be punishable by 
imprisonment for “not more 
than 30 days or by a fine of

Mike Skinner finally got a little breathing room in 
the Craftsman Truck Series points race. He and Ron 
Hornaday Jr. have swapped the lead 
six times in the past six races. 

Skinner finished third behind race 
winner Ted Musgrave in a thriller at 
Texas, and Hornaday dropped to 18th, 
which gave Skinner the points lead 
while dropping Hornaday to 57 points 
back with two races left. 

Hornaday’s poor finish was due to 
late-race contact on the track with 
Skinner as the two raced for the vic- 
tory. 

Skinner told reporters that he’d rather race his 
rival door-to-door for the title than get an advantage 
because Hornaday wrecked.

New owner for NHIS 

NASCAR fans in the Northeast likely are feeling 
some of the same sentiments their brethren in the 
Southeast have felt in recent years with the an- 
nouncement that their home track, New Hampshire 
International Speedway, had been sold to Speedway 
Motorsports Inc. 

There’s widespread speculation that SMI will soon 
take one of New Hampshire’s two Cup race dates 
and transfer it to Las Vegas Motor Speedway, which 
has just one Cup race. 

Any change won't happen until after 2008 because 
that schedule already has been set. 

The sale of the track, for $340 million in cash, ends 
an era in which Bob and Gary Bahre owned and op- 
erated the speedway, which opened in 1990 and sits 
on a 1,100-acre site about an hour north of Boston 

Ironically, New Hampshire got one of its two Cup 
race dates when the Bahres bought half of North 
Wilkesboro Speedway in North Carolina and closed 
that track. 


ARCA heads to ‘The Rock’ 


On the other hand, one of NASCAR's and the 
South’s historic tracks will have competition again 
as the former North Carolina Speedway, now known 
as Rockingham Speedway, will reopen next year with 
the running of the Carolina 500 ARCA race. 

Veteran driver Andy Hillenburg, who recently 
purchased the speedway, said in a press release that 
the race will be run on Sunday, May 4, the day after 
the Cup race at Richmond. It will feature the largest 
purse in ARCA history and the largest starting field 

50 drivers. 

NASCAR's Cup circuit raced at Rockingham 78 
times from 1965 to 2004. Its Cup race dates were 
transferred to California Speedway and Texas Motor 
Speedway. 

The ARCA series has run at Rockingham once, on 
June 10, 1973, Charlie Glotzbach won the 300-mile 
event from the pole.

“I don’t think anything 
kills the slots plan in the 
Senate,” said Miller, a long 
time slots supporter 

O'Malley said he was 
grateful the Senate basi- 
cally “passed the bill we 
gave them. I hope the House 
might do the same thing.” 

Besides changing the pro- 
posed slots locations, how- 
ever, Turner’s subcommit 
tee also cut the maximum 
number of slot machines 
allowed in the state from 
15,000 to 14,000 and voted 
to put a proposed parlor on 
Interstate 95 in either Har- 
ford or Cecil counties. The 
governor's Original slots plan 


included only Cecil County 

“We're trying to make 
their product a better prod 
uct,” Turner said after his 
subcommittee met Tuesday 

The other slots locations 
proposed by O'Malley — Bal- 
timore City and Anne Arun- 
del and Allegany counties 
were adopted by the Finance 
Resources subcommittee 

The subcommittee did 
adopt the major Senate 
change to the bill, increas- 
ing the amount that licensed 
slots operators will collect 
from the machines from 30 
to 33 percent. 

The slots plan is one of 
the last major hurdles as the 
General Assembly tries to 
wrap up the special legisla- 
tive session, which Miller 
and Busch said Wednesday 
could end by the weekend 

Both O’Malley and Busch 
were confident the slots plan 
would eventually pass the 
House, but Miller said the 
governor and House speak- 
er have “a tough task” ahead 
of them. The House histori- 
cally has been more opposed 
to slots than the Senate 

On that point at least, 
Turner seemed to agree with 
the Senate president. 

“It's hard getting 85 
votes,” Turner said. “It’s 
hard enough to get” a simple 
majority

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TERRA ALTA SANTA STILL AT IT — Although 85-year-old Lou Stouffer of Terra Alta, 
W.Va., is unable to drive anymore because of poor eyesight, he continues to serve in 
the capacity of “a real Santa Claus,” thanks to assistance from friends and neighbors. 
For 35 years, Stouffer has been collecting and, for most of those years, delivering 
thousands of new and used toys, books, games, clothing items, furniture, and various 
other gifts to area families in need, driving literally tens of thousands of miles to homes 
in Preston and Garrett counties over the past 3/2 decades. Now that he is unable to 
make deliveries, the residence of his neighbors Ernie and Debbie Durr has become 
a “distribution site” for the gifts. The Durrs and members of their family have taken it 
upon themselves to store, sort, and deliver the items to various locations, including 
a couple of area churches, where persons can go to pick up needed items. “We are 
both on disability and so have limited income ourselves,” said Debbie Durr, “but we 
are Christians, and see this as a form of ministry.” Her husband Ernie, who is a native 
of Garrett County, added, “There are plenty of people who are way worse off than we 
are, and it’s nice to be able to help them out this way.” Another major contributor to the 
effort is Roy “Stony” Stonesifer of Westminster, who was at one time in the trucking 
business with Stouffer. He gathers the same kinds of items in the Westminster area on a 
regular basis and hauls truck- and trailer-loads of them to the Durr residence, bringing 
a load every few months. He and Stouffer are pictured above with a pickup load of gifts 
delivered just a few weeks ago. Pictured below from left are: Russell Fisher, another 
friend from Westminster who accompanied Stonesifer; Stouffer, Stonesifer, Ernie Durr, 
Debbie Durr, and their grandson Sean Street. Sean, even at age 2, also helps with the 
ministry, as he is pictured above right helping unload the pickup. Persons who have 
specific needs may call the Durr residence at 304-789-2293 and leave a message. 
Stouffer, who was a member of a U.S. Army special forces unit in World War Il, nearly 
died in captivity as a prisoner of war in Japan. For his many years of “Santa work,” he 
was named by President George H. Bush as his 70th (among 1,000) Point of Light.
